Evfsion of the the five-day mar- 
riage law, which goes into effect in 
Iowa July 4, will not be difficult 
for residents of Muscatine or other 
cities along the river 
and the Missouri and .

OUT OF STATE 
FEES ON IOWA 
AUTOS PROBED 


Local Residents Are 
Among Autoists 
Involved , 


DES MOINES—(INS)—Residents 
of Iowa who live close to the bor- 
ders of neighboring states are find- 
ing it so easy.and so much cheaper 
to drive across the line and buy 
their motor license fees that approx- 
imately 50,000 are evading the pay- 
ment of such fees to Iowa, according 
to an announcement by William 
Stevens, superintendent of the state 
motor vehicle department today. 

Stevens and Secretary of State 
G. C. Greenwalt, under whose juris- 
diction the motor department op- 
erates, have asked public aid in stop- 
ping the use of foreign license tags 
by citizens of the state. 

Local Owners Involved 

More than $9,598 was collected by 
the department from motorists liv- 
ing in Cedar Rapids, Muscatine, 
Waterloo, Fort Dodge, Mason City, 
Sioux City, and Council Bluffs and 
who were using the license tags of 
other states. 

It was pointed out by Secretary 
Greenwalt that some states charge 
a property tax on automobiles in ad- 
dition to the license fees, which are 
resultantly lower. The Iowa fee in- 
cludes the property tax. Thus an 
Iowan can buy a cheaper set of lic- 
ense, plates in some other state and 
also escape the property tax assess- 
ed by that state because he does not 
have property there. fabs 

The method used to trap these 
motorists was to tag all cars seen 
in Iowa, with a tag ordering them to 
call at the county treasurer’s office 
and either register as a guest or ob- 
tain Iowa plates. 

A total of $97,002.50 has been 
collected by the state department 
this year from drivers using illegal 
license tags, violating the headlight 
ordinance, and other infractions of 
the law. 

Iowans who have used foreign lic- 
ense fees during the last two years 
can be assessed not only the Iowa 
fee for this year but can be forced 
to pay the fee for the two-year per- 
iod. If fraud has entered into the 
use of other licenses, the guilty par- 
Aies can be fined, state officials said.

He was met at the station by 
a White House limousine longer 
and more shiny than any auto- 
mobile he ever saw. 

He was welcomed at the White 
House by the president of the 
United States and the first lady. 

He saw for the first time in his 
life “a real king” and was a wit- 
ness at an historic meeting be- 
tween the king and the president. 

He climbed to the top of Wash- 
ington monument. 

He saw a battleship. 

He was given a thrilling ride 
about the historic spots of Wash- 
ington with the wife of the presi- 
dent acting as his chauffeur and 
guide. Mrs. Hoover drove her 
own car to show her youthful 
guest “the sights.” 

He had luncheon with the 
president and Mrs. Hoover, and 
finally he had two friendly, inti- 
mate chats with the president. 

He slept in the bed that Lind- 
bergh slept in. 

. All this in one day, with more 
to follow. 
Just Like Hoover 

Near the close of an eventful 
day, President Hoover said to 
him: 

“Well, Bryan, what do you 
think of Washington?” 

“I’m thrilled.” said Bryan. And 
then he added, as an after- 
thought: “Yousee. it’s the first 
time I’ve ever seen Washington.”

ARAINY MONTH 


Total Rainfall Is 4.90 
Inches, Records of 
Bureau Show 


Rain that proved advantageous to 
growing crops fell on nine different 
days. during the month of April, 
the total precipitation being 4.90 
inches, according to the monthly 
report compiled today by William 
Molis, local observer. 

The heaviest rain was &40 inches 
on April 20. The amount of rain on 
other days was as follows: April 2, 
30 of an inch; April 3, .15 of an 
inch; April 9, .20 of an inch; April 
14 and 15, 1.30 inches; April 18, .54 
of an inch; April 21, .85 of an inch; 
April 22, .05 of an inch; April 24, .06 
of an inch; Aprii 25, .05 of an inch. 

The average temperature for the 
month was 44.5 degrees above zero, 
the highest mark being recorded on 
April 10, when the mercury reached 
58 degrees. The lowest mark was on 
April 22, when 30 degrees was rec- 
orded and ice formed. 

The average temperature for the 
month was 44.5 degrees above zero, 
as compared with an average of 44 
degrees during April, 1930. There 
were nine clear days, ten cloudy 
days and eight partly cloudy days. 

The river stage showed an aver- 
age of 3.4 feet during the month as 
compared with an average of 5.6 feet 
during the same month of last year. 
The highest stage recorded was 3.7 
feet on April 12 and 22, and the low- 
est was 2.9 feet on April 1.

RUTH DECLARES 


Bambino ~ Expects to 
Be Back in Lineup 
Next Sunday 


NEW YORK—“What a break — 
what a break!” 

Babe Ruth’s broad and expressive 
countenance registered the ultimate 
in disgust and impatience as he re- 
clined on a settee in his elegantly 
furnished uptown apartment, an 
electric pad clamped on his injured 


- | left leg, and bemoaned the fact that 


he has to lay around listening to 
the radio when he should be out 
there on the ball field “butsing ’°em 
a mile.” 

The famous patient was alternate- 
ly moody and philosophical as he 
discussed his injury. He puffed away 
at a cigar. Nearby was a hickory 
cane which he uses when he limps 
around the. room.’ Over the radio 
came the Jazzy tune, “Happy Days 
Are Here Again,” and the Babe, in 
a low, gutteral voice, exclaimed: 
“Turn it off.” Then, blowing a ring 
of smoke upward, he said: 

“Won’t Be Long Now” 

“Oh, well, it won’t be long now. 
T’ll be out there on the ball field in 
a few days taking my cut. I think 
Tll be able to play next Sunday 
against the Red Sox.” 

Mrs. Ruth, a decidedly attractive 
young woman with dark brown eyes 
and black hair, hovered near-by, 
ready to administer to the wants of 
the invalid. 

The Ruth apartment is replete 
with silver trophies that have been 
awarded to the noted ball player at 
various, stages of his amazing car- 
eer. On the walls were photographs 
of Ruth’s “two kids,” as he express- 
ed it—Julia, aged 14 years, and Dor- 
othy, 10. “They are great girls,” 
Ruth smiled, enthusiastically. He 
further opined that married life is 
good for a ball player. 

Mrs. Ruth watches the Babe’s diet 
carefully. She attends all the ball 
games in which he plays. She ac- 
companies him when the New York 
Yankees are on tour. At home he is 
a real family man, and likes it. 

Leg Paralyzed 36 Hours 

“They thought I’d be out of the 
game for a month,” said Ruth, dis- 
cussing his injury which occurred in 
Boston a week ago yesterday when 
he collided at the home plate with 
catcher Berry of the Red Sox. “My 
leg was paralyzed for thirty-six 
hours. : 

“I thought first that I broke my 
leg. That might have meant curtains 
for me. But, fortunately, no bones 
were broken.” 

Ruth disclosed that he is any- 
thing but a brittle ball player. He 
has suffered a few broken fingers 
during his spectacular career but 
outside of that his bones have with- 
stood the wear and tear of big league 
playing in great shape. 

“How much longer do you think 
you can stand the strain of big 
league playing?” Ruth was asked. 

The Babe didn’t seem -to care 
much about that question. He’s one 
of those players they will have to 
pa § the uniform off before he will 
quit. 

Feels Better Than Ever 

“Say,” the Bambino declared, 
“They’ve been having me “through” 
for the last nine years. Why, I nev- 
er felt better than I do this year. 
I’m 37 years old but I can still move 
around. That accident up in Bos- 
ton could have happened to a kid of 
17, as well as to me. I went,into 
that plate hard.” 

Ruth scoffed at the suggestion 
that his injury might “slow him 
down.” He reiterated that no bones 
were broken and that he is merely 
suffering from a blood tumor, which 
sounds more ominous than it is. It’s 
just a muscular injury that requires, 
according to his trainer, Artie Mc- 
or “a nourishing of the mus- 
cles.” 

The Babe glared at McGovern 
when the latter intimated that he 
was at least getting mental recrea- 
tion, “mental recreation, nothing,” 
retorted Ruth. “Why I didn’t get to 
sleep until 3 a. m. the other night 
thinking of that 7 to 7 fourteen inn- 
ing game the Yanks played.” 

Babe Loses Six Pounds 

Ruth said that since he has been 
laid up he lost six pounds, which 
brings his weight down to 220. Ev- 
ery now and then he talked about 
his ball club. He “can’t see how we 
can possibly lose the pennant.” The 
other clubs: are a trifle weaker this 
season while the Yanks, in his opin- 
ion, have improved. He thinks Joe 
McCarthy is a fine manager. 

The door opened. In walked Julia 
Ruth, his eldest daughter. “Isn’t she 
a fine young lady?” said the Babe, 
proudly. 

“See you at the Ball Park Sunday, 
day,” he added, as the interviewer 
departed.

Instructions for 
Proper Lawn Care 
Given by Ames Man 


AMES, Ia.—Poor lawns are caused 
by low or unbalanced fertility and 
no remedy for them will be per- 
manently successful until the top 
soil is made fertile, according to R. 
H. Porter, extension plant patho- 
logist at Iowa State College. 

Old lawns low in fertility should 
be treated early in the spring with 
well rotted manure and 20 per cent 
superphosphate at the rate of 2 or 
3 pounds per square rod. If sheep 
sorrel thrives, lime should be added 
to sweeten the soil. 

In the spring, ammonium sul- 
phate may be applied at the rate 
of two pounds per square rod. This 
should be applied during a rain 
or the lawh should be sprinkled af- 
terwards. Ammonium sulphate will 
hurt bluegraés if it-doés no dissolve

even anita treatment may be made 
during the summer. 

During the spring or summer, 
ammonium sulphate may be applied 
te the crowns of such weeds as 
dandelions and plantain.

When treated 
in this way no sprinkling of the 
lawn is necessary, according to Mt. 
Porter. 

If a new lawn is being started an 
abundance of well rotted manure
